Governor Criftenden was then asked to 
give the whole inside history of the agreement, 
if any existed, between himself and Ford.

and banged at

until

police 
was summoned to put them to flight. 
When 
the correspondent secured an enti-ance he was 
told that the remains were still at C'alvary. 
The information was concluded by the re­ 
mark: 
“ Dr. Duggan found him dead last 
night: ho will be buried to-moirow.” 
Henry 
Hamilton was the un<lertaker who superin­ 
tended the preparation of the body for burial. 
When questioned he replied: 
“ Why, Dennis 
Blake is as dead as a stone. 
Its the sheerest 
nonsenco to intimate otherwise. 
I was called 
to take charge of the body Sunday morning. 
He had just passed awaj'. 
The body was then 
put in bed and 
dressed in red flannel. 
I 
stripped 
it, 
washed 
it 
and 
laid it ou ton what we call a cooling board, just 
covering it with a sheet. 
I went back about 
7 o'clock and found the body as I left it, 
except that there had been a slight purging, 
and there was some discoloration at the 
shoulders 
and 
about the 
ears. 
These 
signs 
are 
sure 
indications 
of 
death, I know by a long ex})erience. 
So in­ 
tense were the discolorations that I had some 
doul>ts whether I could bring the skin back to 
its natural color. 
I put tlie body in a big, 
old-fashioned box and coveied it with ice. 
There it remained until it became frozen.” 
“ 'J ’hen you observed no signs of life at all 
before the bodj’ became frozenV” 
” (-ertainly not, or 1 would have reported so 
at once. 
On Tuusday morning when the 
funeral occurred the body was dressed very 
much the same as Blake was accustomed to 
attire 
him.self. 
The

Physicians or undertakers will tell you that 
when ft frozen body begins to thaw the blood 
that has congealed will circulate slightly on 
account of the action going, and will cause the 
skin to assume a brighter hue. !Mr. Blake was 
a full-blooded man, and this fact made it 
more apparent.
